better ventilation. Dr. W. L. Leonard, of 
Iowa, a most efficient and active man in 
tho distharge of all of his duties, is the 
gton in charge. He is ever watchful to 
provide every comfort in his power 
calculated to promote the welfare and 
recovery of the sick. He is assisted by 
an able and efficient corps of medical officers 
active in the discharge of their duties, and at- 
tentive in prescribing for and watching over 
the welfare of the patients committed to their 
charge. The hospital is also provided with 
an excellent chaplain, who is constantly to be 
found in attendance upon the sick, praying 
w ith them, and cheering up their drooping 
spiiits. The patients are mostly from amongst 
the number that laid all last spring in the 
malarious districts surrounding Vicksburg, 
and assisted in the gloiioas work of captur- 
ing that rebel stronghold The diseases mostly 
prevalent amongst them are of a malari- 
ous origin— remittent, intermittent, and 
typhoid fevers, | dysentery, and diarrhoea, 
and a large number of the cases were of an 
aggravated character, in consequence of their 
lovg exposure to this cause; but under the 
careful nursing and skilful treatment thev 
received at the post hospital, we are happy to 
say many of them are rapidly recovering, and 
will soon be able to shoulder their muskets 
again, and to march out to fresh victories in 
the defence of the glorious old stars and 
stripes, and to crown themselves anew with 
wrtaths of glory. But whilst we contemplate 
this scene with pleasure, we deeply lament 
that a large number of patients in this as well 
as all other large military hospitals, who have 
worn themselves out in the service of their 
country, and are no longer of any use to the 
army, on account of the great difficulty of 
procuring discharges for them, by reason of 
recent stringent orders, are compelled to 
linger out the long and wearisome 
months of sickness and disease in hospital 
wards far away from comfortable homes aud 
sympathizing friends until the term of their 
rnlistment expires, or until they are relieved 
from their sufferings in this world by death 
and transported to th; t bourne from whence no 
traveller r-turns. In conclusions, we would, 
in btbalt of the sick soldiers of this hospital, 
most heartily tender thanks to those kind and 
benevolent persons who have been so active 
and energetic in forwarding delicacies and 
comforts to the sick, and have contributed so 
much to render the suffering comfortable and 
piomoted their recovery; and may God in his 
mercy reward them.

Names of Naval Vessels.— The New York 
Journal ot Commerce has the following sensi- 
ble remarks on the subject of names for the 
vessels of our navy : 

Some of the Indian names selected by the 
christening bureau of the Navy Department 
tor the new war vessels are very harmonious 
ar.d pretty; Eome are very rougn and uupro- 
nouLCeabie: all are unquestionably original, 
Dot to say aboriginal. No nation on earth 
bus a larger and richer mine of antique no- 
menclature to draw upon in the naming of 
vttsela. But there is too much of a good 
thing— even oflndian — sometimes. Our naval 
force has now reached such a number that all 
tbe better class of Indian names seems to have 
been called into play, and only cacophonous 
odcs are left. Tbe Umpqua Juuxes, Squaudo, 
and \V aiulianogue — specimens taken at ran- 
dom from tbe last batch determined upon — -are 
bareb, hard to pronounce, and hard to remem- 
ber. No human being, but a native Indian, 
with an extensive knowledge of the dialects 
of all the extinct tribes, could recollect the 
names of the vessels christened within the 
past two years. We are glad to see, tneretore,

has introduced the plan of numbering vessels. 
Thirteen new iron clads have been ordered 
which will be numbered from 1 to 13.

Prairie Fires in Kansas.— It is said that 
Ihe prairie fires during the high winds of Sat- 
urday week did more damage, in Kansas by 
burning fences, crops, and hay than all the 
taxes levied in the State during the last year 
will amonnt to.

turned that it cannot go without produciog 
such effect in the enhancement of prices as 
would seriously endanger any financial sys- 
tem, by inducing distrust and stimulating 
speculation. 

Wr are now on the verge of the pork ser- 
sod, but there is not much comparatively said 
about hogs.

Thus proclaim the abolitionists. On the 
ther hand, the Richmond Examiner, speak- 
ng for the secessionists, says: 

Vicksburg must not fall, but if it does fall, 
hen war will have only commenced; that 
the North and the South are two distinct and 
ncompatible civilizations; that they n^yer 
gain can be joined under one flag; that the 
nly plain, simple, naked issue between the 
orth and South is that of subjugation and 
independence; and that subjugation means 
o more nor less than extermination. 

Thus proclaim the secessionists. And thus 
the extremes meet. And thus they have met 
from the beginning, and will continue to meet 
until the end. They are the twin devils of 
his infernal rebellion. 

The coupling of the abolitionists with the 
ecessionists as accomplices in the crime of 
his rebellion, though naturally enough 
neered at by the abolitionists themselves as 
token of treason, is the expression of a pro- 
found truth, — a truth which not only explains 
he origin and progress of the rebellion but 
points to the only mode by which the govern- 
ment can be permanently re-established. Abo- 
itionism as represented by its leaders in 
egitimate authority, and secessionism as 
represented by its leaders in illegitimate au- 
thority, constitute the two great pillars of the 
rebellion, the former resting on the support of 
the loyal people, the latter resting on the sup- 
port of the rebel army. Such being the great 
facts, the problem of restoring the Union, 
however mighty in its force, is simple in Its 
method. Let the loyal people but withdraw 
their support from the abolition leaders at the 
ballot-box and break up the support of the ss- 
cession leaders on the battle-field, and the rebel- 
lion will sink under its own weight, the masses 
South and North will come together chasten- 
ed by the iron hand of war, and the govern- 
ment will be not merely re-established in its 
constitutional integrity but cemented anew 
by the very sufferings and sacrifices which 
now seem in the estimation of hasty or des- 
jonding observers to darken the prospect of 
reunion in any form or degree. 

The first-mentioned branch of this twofold 
national duly the people in the course of a 
few months will be called upon to perform on 
a national scale by electing a conservative 
President. The last-mentioned one they are 
now called upon to perform by so reinforcing 
our gallant armies in the field that their onset 
shall be resistless and their progress un- 
checked. And the more promptly and effect- 
ually this duty shall be performed the more 
easily and triumphantly will its cognate duty 
be performed. The sooner the military power 
of the rebellion is broken up the easier will 
be the overthrow of radicalism. Since war 
on our part is unhappily now a necessity, the 
sharper and more vigorous it is made, within 
the limits of civilized usages, the better for us 
all. Patriots can reasonably look for no good 
from a languid war. The prolongation of the 
war is friendly to nothing but abolitionism 
and secessionism; it is mortally hostile to con- 
servatism in the very mode and measure in 
which it is mortally hostile to the Constitu- 
tion and the Union. The salvation of the 
South as well as of the North depends on a 
speedy suppression of the rebellion. 

Let us then with all possible energy and 
despatch break up the military power of tne 
rebellion, so that we can give the rebellion 
itself a finishing stroke in the coming Presi- 
dential election. Let us cut up the rebellion 
with the sword in time to salt its roots with 
the ballot-box. In fine, let us cause the ex- 
tremes to meet at last in a destruction as com- 
plete as that which they would bring on the 
rights of the States and the unity of the Re- 
public.

To make up this aggregate we must include 
2,587 one-year men from Indiana, 30,131 two- 
year men from New York, and 15,863 raised 
by Maine, Indiana, Missouri, and Kentucky, 
for Slate defence, which we omit from the ta- 
ble to adapt it to our columns. Here it is seen 
thatover one million and a quarter of volunters 
have answered the various calls of the Federal 
and State Executives, and of these over one 
million joined the regular volunteer army for 
three years or during the war. We should 
not be surprised if the information thus eli- 
cited had induced President Lincoln to fall 
back upon the volunteer system in his procla- 
mation for 300,000 men issued October 17 
We have always believed that system to be 
more congenial to the spirit of our republican 
institutions, though we have always advocated 
the resort to a draft if that spirit should flag 
This is the foundation of the proclamation, 
which addresses itself not only to the Govern- 
ors of the several States, calling upon them to 
raise their respective quotas, but also to the 
good and loyal people of their States, invok- 
ing them to lend a cheerful, willing, and ef- 
fective aid to measures which will bring our 
military operations to an end and close the 
civil war, while at the same , time it 
announces that in all delinquent States a draff 
for the deficiency of quotas shall commence on 
the fifth of next January. All the machinery 
of Provost Marshals and other officers for the 
draft will be kept in readiness to meet the 
contingency, which we trust will never occur, 
for the new levies are to be raised exclusively 
by the Governors of States, and the recruits 
are not to be formed into new regiments under 
untried and uneducated officers, but are to be 
incorporated into the depleted State regiments 
already in the field under the gallant spirits 
who have given nearly every regiment, brig- 
ade, division, and corps of our volunteer army 
such proud historic names. Another reason 
for this hope is that the mode of raising the 
troops is left to the option of the States to se-_ 
lect volunteering or -the draft. 

W e have taken occasion heretofore to cor- 
rect a mistaken impression that these three 
hundred thousand men have- been called 
to meet an immediate necessity, as were 
all the other previous calls. It is the begin- 
ning of a wiser policy which looks to prepara- 
tion for the future; it is not for an increase of 
the force now in the field, nor to fill places 
which are about to be vacated by expiration 
of terms of enlistment, but it anticipates the 
end of the three years serrtce of a por- 
tion of our army, which, however, will 
not occur for six or eight months. Thus as 
veterans leave the field, their places will be 



supplied by those who have been under skilful 
instructors, and will be prepared to carry the 
banner of the Union cause to other glorious 
victories. Should it become advisable to strike 
an early blow which will destroy the military 
power of the rebellion, these new levies, raised 
by wise and provident forethought, can do 
garrison duty, while every old regiment 
now in the service can be pushed for- 
ward to the front, to win a portion of 
the glory of restoring the Union before they 
return to the endearments of deserted home3 
and the peaceful walks of labor. The new 
quotas ought to be in the field by the new 
year, and if any unforeseen accident should de- 
lay the termination of the war, they will be 
able to reinforce the old army in the spring, 
and do efficient service before the term of en- 
listment of any single three year regiment ex- 
pires. The3e considerations should animate 
and inspire our people to renewed exertions, 
and they must come with greater force to 
those who are engaged in agricultural pur- 
suits, for with their aid the war can be termi- 
nated before spring invites them to put the 
furrow in the ground or to plant the seed for 
the harvest of 1864. Let our farmers bear 
this in mind and we are confident that it will 
give activity to enlistments in all the rural 
regions. There are other branches of busi- 
ness which are temporarily suspended during 
the winter, and from these also we feel confi- 
dent that the armies of the Union will draw 
new vigor and strength to carry out thegreat 
concluding act of the most bloody drama on 
the recorded page of history. 

“Go it Horse-fly!” — The Cleveland Lead- 
er, a prominent abolition paper in Ohio, has 
an article on the subject of the next Presiden- 
cy, which opens as follows: 

It is to be regretted that Presidential aspira- 
tions should be permitted, in the midst of a 
deadly conflict like that presented by this 
civil war, to come in to disturb and mar the 
efforts being put forth to maintain the integri- 
ty and authority of the government. Yet, 
this malign influence i3 felt, and already 
tinges and gives perceptible hue to the plans 
and actions of not a few. 

The atmosphere of Washington is already 
resonant with the tintinabulary ding-dong of- 
President making. Gentlemen who have 
recently visited the national capital report 
that the question of the next Presidency 
mixesand mingles with all other questions. 

It is well known that there are gentlemen 
in Washington, trusted and honored, occupy- 
ing high positions of influence, with whom 
the attainment of the Presidency has been a 
life-long and absorbing passion. It is la- 
mentable tbat personal ambition in a time like 
this cannot give place to the purer impulse of 
patriotism. It is not creditable that intrigues 
for personal preferment should cast their cold 
shadows over the cause of our suffering coun- 
try. 

This is perhaps worth noting as an authori- 
tative acknowledgement of the prevalence of 
such intrigues in the high official circles at 
Washington. The fact has been proclaimed 
on equal authority before, however. Several 
months ago Wendell Phillips publicly de- 
clared tbat the Cabinet of President Lincoln 
was nothing more or less than a committee 
for the management of the next Presidential 
election. And, indeed, if we may judge from 
the latest of Mr. Lincoln’s stories, he is him- 
self not only perfectly aware of this fact, but 
perfectly reconciled to it. The story relates 
to Mr. Lincoln’s experience as a farmer, and 
turns on a lazy plow horse, named Davy. 
We quote the story as it is making the 
circuit of the press. "It was my 
business,” says Mr. Lincoln, “ to guide 
the plow, while my assistant, to the 
best of bis ability, with a two-handed hick- 
ory, kept old Davy in motion. We were a!! 
creeping along, old Davy taking our blows 
and our abuse, when suddenly he moved off 
at a pace of a young colt just put in harness. 
‘What’s the matter?’ I inquired. ‘Oh,’ said 
my brother, ‘it’s a big horse-fly fastened on 
old Davy’3 neck; shall I drive him off?’ ‘No, 
no,’ said I; ‘as long as he keeps old Davy 
going at this rate let the horse-fly alone. 
With his assistance we shall get a heap of 
work out of old Davy.’ So it was with Mr. 
Chase. The next Presidency is his horse-fly, 
and it makes the patriotic Secretary as lively 
at his work as old Davy. Let the horse-fly 
alone." Such is the story. We do not hold 
ourselves responsible either for the authentic- 
ity of the joke or for the wisdom of the appli- 
cation. We give both for what they are 
worth. 

On one point, however, there seems to be 
very great unanimity of opinion; which is 
that Mr. Lincoln himself is not unwilling to 
stand for the succession. “It is evident,” says 
the New York Herald, which is Mr. Lin- 
coln's personal champion, “that Presi- 
dent Lincoln is rather amused than dis- 
concerted by any Presidential movements in 
his Cabinet in which he is counted out.” This 
accords with the universal opinion. We do 
not question that so it is. The horse-fly ha 3 
undoubtedly fastened on old Davy’s neck, 
though we regret to be compelled to say tnat 
old Davy’s pace is not as yet materially mend- 
ed. We certainly are not disposed to disturb 
the horse-fly, but, if there is really any virtue 
in his bite, we should be glad if he would bite 
harder. If we could feel sure on this point, 
we should be tempted to exclaim with all the 
energy we possess: “Go it horse-fly!" 

Governor Bramlktts Detained— Gover- 
nor Seymour at St. James Hall To-Night — 
Mr. Rowley, a member of the Democratic 
State Central Committee, visited Louisville, 
and there had an interview with Governor 
Bramlette, and other prominent Kentucky 
Unionists. Governor Bramlette made a posi- 
tive arrangement to come to this State, and to 
address meetings at Buffalo, Rochester, Syra- 
cuse, and other places, and expressed the 
greatest amiety for the success of the Demo- 
cratic ticket in New York. The cause which 
prevents him from fulfilling his engagement 
is explained in the following despatch, which 
we are permitted to publish: 

Frankfort, Ky., Oct. 2t, 18A3. 
Dean Richmond, Esq-* Chairman Democratic Central 
Committee : 

Wo have a formidable raid upon us — our banka rob- 
bed, (owns Backed, and within forty miles ot the 'ap- 
ital. No man can think of quitting hi* post while this 
continues.

This is the full explanation of the cause 
which has detained Gov. Bramlette. No true 
Union man would think of leaving his post 
while his Stale was in danger of rebel inva- 
sion, much less when actually invaded. Gov. 
Bramlette’s first duty is at home, and, while 
our citizens will regret that they are deprived 
of the privilege of listening to his patriotic 
counsel, they will honor him for his determi- 
nation to be true to his State. We know 
that his sympathies are unreservedly with the 
National Union men of this State, and this 
fact should inspire every lover of his country 
with fresh energy. 

It is possible that Mr. Bell and other Ken- 
tucky gentlemen may arrive here in time for 
the meeting this evening; if so, the earliest 
announcement will be made. 

In consequence of the detention of Gover- 
nor Bramlette, Governor Seymour has con- 
sented to address the meeting at Sc. James 
Hall to-night, and will positively be present. 
Let there be a grand turn out of the conserva- 
tive men ot the city — Buffalo Courier. 

Our Buffalo contemporary does but simple 
justice to Governor Bramlette. We know 
that Governor Bramlette had fixed upon the 
day of his departure for Buffalo, and looked 
forward to his tour in the Empire State with 
a very anxious desire that it might serve in 
some degree to promote the triumph of the 
conservative cause.

Railroad Accident — One Man Killed and 
Tw entV-two Wounded. — The regular morn- 
ing express train, composed of five passenger 
cars and about thirteen box and platform cars, 
which left Covington at half past six o’clock 
on Thursday morning for Lexington, met 
with an accident one mile from Butler Sta- 
tion and twenty-seven from Covington, which 
caused the death of one soldier and the wound- 
ing of twenty-two others. While the train 
was passing over a high embankment, a rail 
broke, causing four box cars and a passenger 
car to run off the track. The cars were filled 
with soldiers, one of whom was killed out- 
right, and twenty-two others were wounded, 
eight or ten severely and the remainder 
slightly. They all belonged to the 1st Ohio 
Heavy Artillery, which regiment has been 
stationed at Covington for some time past. 
There were three companies on board the 
train.

The accident happened about eight o’clock 
A. M. Information of it was telegraphed to 
Covington, and Colonel Keith, Post Com- 
mandant, accompanied by Dr. C. F. Thomas, 
of the Main Street Hospital, Capt. John W. 
Farrell, of the Railroad Company, and oth- 
ers, repaired to the scene of the catastrophe 
in a special train and contributed greatly to 
the relief of the sufferers. 



Congress of Brewers. — During the pres- 
ent week there has been in session in Cincin- 
nati a congress of brewers, composed of dele- 
gates from every portion of the Northern 
States. Nearly one hundred delegates were 
present. They resolved their willingness to 
pay the present revenue tax, sixty cents per 
barrel on beer, but if any increase is demand- 
ed by Congress they feel that their business 
must be seriously damaged, as the price on 
beer would be enhanced, and the poor man 
would be compelled to abstain from that drink. 
The congress also passed a resolution offering 
$500 for a substitute for resin, which is now 
used in the inside of the barrels. Other busi- 
ness pertaining to the sale of beer was transact- 
ed, but which would be uninteresting to the 
public. Thursday evening the brewers' asso- 
ciation entertained their stranger guests at 
the St. Nicholas by an elegant 3upper, gotten 
up in a truly recherche style. Wine flowed 
freely, and toasts were responded to iu En- 
glish and German. The evening’s festivities 
will long be remembered. This is the third 
congress of brewers that has been held. The 
next session will be held in Milwaukee.

The wrong man had 
been arrested ; the bigamist had left the train 
at a town down below. The gentleman was 
at once released, with apologies, and went on 
his way rejoicing that he had escaped the 
rough fare of a jail on his wedding night.

Advices from Little Rock to the 19th s iys 
volunteering for the Union army continues 
successful. Several companies and organiza- 
tions in the northwest part of the Stale num- 
ber 2,000. Capt. Ryan, of Gen. Steele’s staff, 
is appointed superintendent of tbe loyal troops 
for the defenceof the State. Efforts are being 
made by tbe Union men of Arkansas to have 
Merchants, of Pine Bluff, appointed Military 
Governor. 

Owen’s guerillas were surprised last week 
at Tulip. 

Deserters from Price’s army are arriving 
daiiy at Little Rock and Pine Bluffs, and tak- 
ing the oath of allegiance. At last accounts 
more than half his army had deserted. 

Marmaduke, when last heard from, was at 
Arkadelphia with bis cavalry. Holmes's 
command is at Arkadelphia. The rebels La*e 
removed the machine-shops to Marshall. 

A party of guerillas, under Campbell, en- 
tered Charleston, Mo., robbed stores and citi- 
zens, and took Colonel Hedl prisoner, who 
shot two oi them. Campbell was captured 
and brought here in irons. 

The prohibition of private shipments to 
points below has been removed, providing 
the freight is shipped in boats coming from 
St. Louis. 

Nashville, Oct. 30 

Sixty rebel prisoners, including nine offi- 
cers, captured by Major Fitzgibbon near Co- 
lumbia, arrived here to-night. 

Brigadier-General Mitchell was relieved of 
the command of cavalry at his own request 
on account of ill health. 

There have been heavy rains all day, and 
the river is rising. 

St. Joseph, Mo., Oct. 30. 

D. K. Abell, editor of toe Tribune, was ar- 
rested to-day, and sent to St. Louis. It is 
supposed he was arrested in consequence of 
an article published in the Tribune in viola- 
tion of that part of Order No. 96 which relates 
to the publication of anything calculated to 
produce desertion or insubordination in the 
ranks of the militia, or to bring into contempt 
the military authorities. The articles referred 
to were defamatory of . the independent 
militia. 



|@*The fight between Fitzgerald and Wil- 
son, near Philadelphia, on the 27th inst., was 
decided in sixteen minutes, aud in ten rounds, 
Fitzgerald winning.

And we 
cannot expect immunity from them until we 
have such a force as will be enabled to miet 
promptly and successfully all who may thus 
attempt to invade our State for the purpose of 
desolation and plunder.

FROM HAVANA. 

Havana, Oct. 21. 

We have nothing new since my last from 
Mexico, and nothing till to-day from San Do- 
mingo. The Spanish mail steamer from Ca- 
diz, which stops at the island, arrived this 
morning, but any news she may bring will 
not be made public until after the departure 
of tbe Roanoke. Meanwhile, rumor ha 3 been 
busy, but I have gathered nothing worthy of 
credit. We have been surprised to see pub- 
lished in Boston that the whole rebellion has 
been ciushed. This i3 far from true. It is as 
strong, if not more powerful, than ever, aud 
certainly covers more territory than a month 
since. This is the second St. Domingo canard 
I have seen from the Boston press, the other 
being the bombardment and destruction of the 
flourishing seaportof ‘ Porteau Plate” (mean- 
ing Puerto Plata). 

General Bargas, the new captain-general for 
San Domingo, came by this steamer, but 
landed at Puerto Rico, where he is likely to 
remain, unless some vessel of war offers to 
carry him to his destination, the Pajaro de 
Occeano being here repairing; also the Alfon- 
so, which would be likely to take her place. 
The Biasco de Garay aud tbe Bianca arrived 
on the 10th at Santiago de Cuba, and were 
coaling. They will proceed to San Domin- 
go, having made arrangements tor a regular 
coaling station for tbe vepaelo whiuh are to 
operate on the (iMt of San D mingo. 
They tow a ship wbicn has been lauen with 
arms, provisions, &c. 

The United States gunboat Port Royal came 
in on Friday last, and sailed on Saturday 
evening. Just before sailing, an attempt wa3 
made by some secessionists to murder a ser- 
geant of marines on that vessel. There had 
been a fight between this man and a rebel, 
whom be had whipped, and it was while 
leaving tbe place that a foul blow was given 
him on tbe head by one of the crowd, when 
he fell, and remained for some hours stunned. 
The authorities are attending to the affair, 
and two of the assailants are in jail, awaiting 
the result of the injuries inflicted ou the ser- 
geant. It is high time that our Government 
made some inquiries into the amount of pro- 
tection afforded oar citizens in this place. 

Neither the Evening Star (which is not 
fairly due till to-morrow morning) nor the 
English mail steamer have arrived. By the 
latter the British Consul-General and family 
are expected, and by her our Consul for Vera 
Cruz goes to his post. 

A citizen of Hickman county informs us 
that a recent raid of a battalion of the 14th 
Michigan Mounted Rifles struck a terror into 
the hearts of the guerillas and thieving bands 
wLich infect that and adjoiuing counties. 
Tbe Federals, he says, were in command of 
Major Fitzgibbon, and were reputed to be 
eighteen hundred strong by the fleeing ene- 
my. Our informant was conscripted the day 
before the Federate came, but, in their baste 
to get away from the terrible Yankees, his 
captors left him to take care of himself. Col. 
Duncan Cooper, successor to Dick McCann, 
sent word to the Federate that he would fight 
them at Bigby river, but, though the Feder- 
ate numbered but eighty, and Cooper had 
nearly three hundred, be fled at the first fire, 
leaving three of his men prisoners. 

Tbe pursuit was rapid und exciting, the 
Federate keeping close on their heels for 
twelve miles, through mountain defiles and 
ravines, till they reached Centreville, when 
Cooper finding himself sorely pressed, had 
his force scattered in all directions to avoid 
death or capture. Cooper himself went ten 
miles furlher before he halted. The Federal 
commander then headed to the east, and, 
striking in the rear of Mount Pleasant, the 
morning following routed the commauds of 
Captains Williams and Barnes, of Biffla’s reg- 
iment, capturing thirteen, killing two, and 
woundiDg one, without the injury of man or 
horse to himself. The Federals destroyed a 
tannery and its contents, used by the rebels at 
Bipbyville. 

To give an idea of the terror onr force in- 
spired, our informant says that he had heard 
Major Filzgibbon s command estimated at fif- 
teen hundred. Our force carried neither 
blankets nor rations, but lived upon promi- 
nent rebels. They were well mounted, and 
locked tbe manliest and healthiest set of fel- 
lows that ever visited that part of Dixie. 

We are proud and glad that such a live Col- 
onel as Henry It. Mizner is in command of 
such an important post as Columbia, and, under 
his directions, we are sure the 14th Michigan 
will give little rest to guerillas iu Maury, 
Hickman, Giles, and Lawrence counties.

It commenced raising here at 12 o’clock Thursday 
night, and the fall of water lias continued almost 
without intermission npto the present writing. 

The fine and fleet packet McCombs leaves at 5 
o’clock this afternoon for Henderson. Capt. Ballard, 
her commander, is a clever gentleman au l a well- 
qualified officer. The clerks of the McCombs, Mr. 
Luce Murrell and John Gwathney, take the greatest 
pleat urc iu contributing to the comfort of passenger*. 

Tbe new Louisville and Memphis Packet-line, of 
which the Jacob Strader and Telegraph No. 3 are two 
of the boats, will be a great success. The boats of 
this line are not only among the fleetest ou the West- 
ern waters, but they are most elegant ia their fur- 
nishings and luxurious iu good living. 

The New Albany Ledger of yesterday says: 

There has not been much alteration iu the stage or 
the river si nee cur la.t report. *lho weather since ye»- 
tcirlay has turned quite n summerset. An “old fash- 
ion*' ruin-stoim commenced about iniduiglit, and up 
to noon to-day it still tarries wiihnis, and we think, if 
any one cun judge from appearance*, we are likely to 
ba\r another “wet spell.’’

A splendid new stern-wheel steamer named the Sa- 
vannah came down from Pittsburg yesterday. She was 
built by Capt. Mason, and is intended for the St. Loui.* 
and fct. Paul trade. She will goon to-uight to enter 
on her mw trade. Another new boat, the Carrie, also 
came down front Pitlbburg. She is also a stern- 
whee’er, aud is built with only one chimney. Tho 
only advantage ot this arrangement that we can see is 
that it saves a chimuey, and ccrtaiulj adds nothing to 
her nppeaiance. Many of the river steamboats aro 
now regularly engaged io carrying coal in preference 
to taking freight, an operation wnich iu the present 
high prices oithat usetnl commodity is even mofS lu- 
crative than cariy ing ordinary freight. 

The Cincinnati Enquirer has the following: 

Annual Report of the Local Inspectors.^ T ho 
Local Inspectors at this port, Messrs. Huidsmau and 
Guthrie, have made out their auuual report, which 
they have forwarded to the Board of Supervising lu- 
npectors, now in s> ssion in Philadelphia. From the 
report we learn that during the year two steamers 
only have been burned, the Boston and Prioress, 
valued at 560,o(J0. No lives were lost, but many lives 
were saved by means of the stationary ladders aft, 
winch enaidtnl the pusseugers to make their escape 
from tue lower deck to tbe upper deck. No explosion 
or collision had taken place during the year, aud but 
three steamers were snagged, the aauiage Irom which 
was but trilling. The ii c-uses ut bin two pilots und 
two engineers have been revokod; officers and ow ners 
evincing every disposition to have the steamboat law 
properly eulorced, the opposition to the law that for- 
merly prevailed having ceased entirely. Not a single 
loss ol life by accident has occurred in this district. 
They report that tho number of boats inspected aud 
licenses issued to pilots and engineers us greater than 
usual. The Board came down heavy ou the worthless 
water and Bteam-guages, and the instrument for using 
fusible alloy, now being parsed by several of the Local 
Hoards on the Western waters in direct violation of 
ihe law. The following is the tabular statement of 
their report :

Sh- is now transacting but lit<le 
outside ot ihe Government service, but we know that 
all required t. give us the briskest description of busi- 
mss is tonnage, added to higher water in all des-rip- 
tione. e learn that a large population along all the 
upper rivers, ns well as elsewhere, are waiting with 
anxious hearts the moment when they can son j their 
surplus produce to this port, aud receive the uecessa- 
lies of life iu return. 

In the meautimo, the host way for them is to suffer 
patiently, and implicitly rely upon nur assuranco that 
the tima will come when their desirei will bo grati- 
fied. Government will continue to monopolize about 
as much tonnage as there is now in tho field, or rUh- 
ir, the rivers, until some time after the close of the 
war. but there are euterpriaing spirits in the West 
d$P) ly engaged in creating tonnage for the public 
wants. The amount now detaiued by low water in the 
Oliic— that at* ut ready lor business, aud that yet to 
Ik built— will prove amply sufficient for the travel 
and the commerce of the Western rivers. One hun- 
dred new steamers ready and soon to be ready, to loave 
various ports of tho Ohio and tributaries, to go at 
once into the service of tbe public at large, and fifty or 
sixty more to be completou and ready for business in 
six months more. One huudred and titty new steam- 
ers, a total of sixty thousand tonnage. The figures 
are astounding, yet the most intelligent of man assert 
there will he i oglut, but business for all. 

Business, of course, was dull on tne wharf yester- 
day, between a dearth of touoago and the wet weath- 
er. Very few boats were at the wharf.
